© Beginning January 23, 2007, ALL 
persons, including U.S. citizens, traveling 
by air between the United States and 
Canada, Mexico, Central and South 
America, the Caribbean, and Bermuda will 
be required to present a valid passport, Air 
NEXUS card, or U.S. Coast Guard Merchant 
Mariner Document, or an Alien 
Registration Card, Form |-551, 
if applicable.

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Home to dozens of world-class cultural attractions, the nation’s 
capital is also home to a cast of residents and visitors who find 
real connections with the Bard’s themes and characters. 


“In Washington there’s such a large audience of people who are 
hungry for entertainment that excites them, but also challenges 
them and makes them think. Shakespeare deals with power, 
politics, family dynamics, war and peace—themes that are very 
immediate to the people of Washington. It's an opportunity to 
provide them with art that will help them to better understand 
the world,” said Kahn.

The festival's featured events and productions offer new and 
different interpretations of the Bard's familiar story lines and 
characters, incorporating music, dance and multimedia. The 
Smithsonian Jazz Masterworks Orchestra pays tribute to DC 
native Duke Ellington with a performance of Such Sweet 
Thunder, also known as The Shakespearean Suite (May 20). 
Throughout the festival, the AFI Silver Theatre will screen 
several classic film productions based on the Bard’s works on 
the big screen. 


“What makes this festival unique is that you can explore 
Shakespeare’s work in a dance, theatre or musical context. So 
if a Shakespearean novice were particularly interested in dance, 
perhaps seeing A Midsummer Night's Dream performed by the 
New York City Ballet would be a wonderful introduction. This 
would also hold true for true aficionados who know the works 
well; jazz great Dame Cleo Laine performing ‘Shakespeare and 
All That Jazz,’ | am sure will prove to be a delightful and differ- 
ent evening,” said Kaiser. 


Indeed, festival provides something for everyone. For dance lov- 
ers, the Washington Ballet's 7X7: Shakespeare takes inspiration 
from the classic works to unveil seven, seven-minute world pre- 
miere pieces by innovative choreographers. Ballet aficionados 
will also enjoy the Kirov Ballet's Romeo and Juliet (Jan. 16 - 21) 
at the Kennedy Center. For an off-beat blend of theatre and 
dance, there’s the Expressions Dance Company production of 
Virtually Richard3, an audaciously original look at Richard iI!/, 
presented by the Washington Performing Arts Society. >> 
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Shakespeare’s influences on visual arts can be seen at the National Gallery of Art, 
where the Dante Gabriel Rossetti chalk drawing Desdemona’s Death Song appears 

as the centerpiece of a special exhibition, The Artist's Vision: Romantic Traditions in 
Britain (through Mar. 18). The Phillips Collection also has a role, drawing from its 
permanent collection to present two works by American master Albert Pinkham Ryder, 
including Macbeth and the Witches and Desdemona. 


The off-stage offerings are unparal- 
leled, but as Shakespeare wrote, 

“the play’s the thing.” And there’s no 
shortage of opportunities to see his 
works performed by local, regional, 
national and international compa- 
nies. Theatre buffs will get a rare 
opportunity to see some of the Bard's 
less-performed works, like Titus 
Andronicus (performed by the Shake- 
speare Theatre Company Apr. 3 - May 
20) and Coriolanus (performed by the 
Royal Shakespeare Company Apr. 14 
- May 6 at the Kennedy Center). 
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When it comes to the Bard’s clas- 
sics, you'll find them interpreted 
in a variety of ways. Hamlet gets a 
serie’ Susanne Farrell Ballet's: traditional staging under Kahn at the 
eR AeA == Shakespeare Theatre Company (June 
5 - July 29). At the Signature Theatre, 
the story of the melancholy Dane is presented in Hebrew by the Cameri Theatre of 
Israel (Mar. 6 - 11). Synetic Theatre’s Hamlet... The Rest Is Silence (June) takes an 
innovative approach, telling the story without any words, through movement, music 
and light. 


If you're looking for a different take on Macbeth, The National Museum of the 
American Indian welcomes Alaska-based Perseverance Theatre’s highly acclaimed 
production. The cast is comprised entirely of Alaskan Natives, and the production uses 
Tlingit-inspired sets and costumes plus Native language and music (Mar. 8 - 18). The 
Washington National Opera will stage Verdi's operatic interpretation (May 12 - June 2). 
Shakespeare’s final play, The Tempest, also shows up in a variety of forms. The Folger 


Shakespeare Theatre’s production 

is staged in a traditional Globe-style 
theatre (May 17 - Jun. 24). The Ol- 
ney Theatre Centre for the Arts takes 
the play outdoors in a special produc- 
tion (Jun. 27 - 30). Montreal’s 4D 

Art brings together virtual characters 
and live actors to tell the story with 
spellbinding multimedia visual effects 
(Mar. 22 - 24). Or, see the Tiny Ninja 
Theatre act it out using plastic ninjas 
and other dime-store toys to repre- 
sent the characters on the Kennedy 
Center Millennium Stage. 


“We're celebrating the man of the 
Millennium and how he’s influenced : =f 
every other form of art in a way that no other individual Has, antih in a way that’s never 
been done before. The festival is not just about Shakespeare’s works alone, but how 
he has inspired artists working in other media,” said Kahn. 


Showing their own brand of inspiration, Washington, DC’s hotels have borrowed from 
the Bard to create themed getaway packages with rates starting at $129. Packages 
are available exclusively online at www.washington.org or by calling 1-800-422-8644.
